In the matter of the estate of James 
O*Brien, of Albert Lodge, Drumcondra, Co, 
Dublin, deceased, Mr. H Morgan Byrne (in- 
structed by Messrs. J. I; Scallan and Co.) 
moved on behalf of Mary. O'Brien (plaintiff), 
df. Loretta. Convent, Clonmel, to have. it pre- 
sumed that John. O'Brich, a beneficiary of the 
estate. of James O’Brien; was. dead. 

Counsel. said. that’ James O'Brien had let 
six houses at Sandymonat to the Rev. James 
toit age O’Brien ‘for his Nfetime. and after his 
death to the eight children of his nephew, 
Terence O'Brien, or such of them as would be 
alive at the time. 

The testator died in 1868, ne probate oí 
the will was granted to the Rev. J. J. O'Brien 
in 1868,‘and he went into possession of the 
houses until his death in 1915. 

The only portion of the original estate that | 
remained unadministered was the six houses 
at Sandymount. The present applicant took 
out administration in February, 1916, and she 
sold this property for, roughly, £1,000. and 
distributed the money amongst the children 
of Terence O’Brien whom she knew to have sur 
vived the Rev. J. J. O’Brien. She retained 
on hands the sum of money which would be 
the portion due to John O’Brien, and before 
she distributed that she atked to have it 
presumed that John O’Brien was dead. as 
she had not beard of him for thirty vears, 
and advertisements in the newspapers failed 
to procure any news of him.

, When the irst of seventy-one motor sum- 
monses, a large number of which dealt with 
the speed limit, came before the Court, Mr. 
Cussen announced that, as the accuracy of 
the timing vf Guards had been questioned 
by ba de re solicitor in a previous case, 
ad got the inspector in charge of these 
matters to make special tests by the best 
method possible, The matter was of consider- 
able importance to a large section of the 
community. -and-—so- the in had t 

the timing of three of his officers in a par- 
ticular manner. He wor'd tell the Court how 
he carried out the test. . 

Inspector Winters said that, acting on the 
instractions of the Justice, be appli tests in 
the Phanix Park last Saturday on Guards 
Daly and Murphy. He engaged a motor car, 
and gót it*fitted with a new speedometer. 

His next step was to secure a driver, who 
was a mechanic of 17 years’ experience, to 
drive the car. They drove for a distance of 
a quarter of a mile on three tests, and 
neither the drivér nor himself divulged to the 
Guards the speed at which the car travelled, 

nor had he even an opportunity of speaking 
to the. Guards since. 

On the first time over the measured dis- 
tance they travelled at 203 or 21 miles an 
hour; Ón the second the speed was slightly 
over 26 miles, and on the third about 224 
miles an hour. 

He then Went to Inchicore road and tested 
Guard Webb, the car ‘travelting dover one- 
eighth of a mile. On the first time over the 
distance the speed was 22 miles an hour, | sd 
on the second 25; mites an hour. None of 
the Guards knew the speed at which he was 
traelling,-and he had had the ~speedometer 
thoroughly tested. 

Mr. Cussen then intimated that on Satur- 
day, after. the tests, the Guards a at 
his office and gave him the results of their 
tests. On the first test Guards Murphy and 
Daly returned the speed at 21 miles an hour— 
the exact speed at which the Inspector was 
travelling. On the second test {they returned 
the speed at. 26 mlies an hour, and on the 
third at 22.2 miles. Guard Webb, in his 
returns, showed the speed of the Inspector as 
22.2 miles an hour on the first test, and 25.28 
miles an hour on the second. He “questioned 
the Guards, ‘and they satisfied him that they 
had not been told the speed at which the 
car was travelling 

The first test was absolute,” added Mr. 
Cussen, “and it is, in my opinion, a matter 
of considerable public importance that 
motorigis..should now know that the speeds 
taken by the Guards are tested and are 
absolutely accurate.’’ 


-MOTOR SUMMONS DISMISSED. 

J. O'Connor, Wellington Cottage, Artane, 
was prosecuted for driving a motor car 
negligently’ at Clontarf on the 22nd September 
last, and knocking down Miss Corrigan, Healy 
street, and causing her serious injury. It 
was stated that Miss Corrigan was suffering 
from á double fracture of the skull, and was. 
still in hospital. 

Thomas Carrie, a tram motorman, stated 
that at Haddon road he saw a lady crossing 
the road and a motor car coming from the 
city. ‘ The lady had run down Haddon road 
to Catch his car, and when she was about to 
board the car she was struck by the motor, 
which. was travelling at about 15 miles an 
hour. 

M. Macken, 


conductor of the. tramcar, 
corroborated, He did not hear any horn 
sounded by the car, which, after the accident, 
stopped at a distance of about 55 yards. 

Two eye-witnesses of the accident stated 
that the car was going at a moderate speed. 

The defendant said that he sounded the 
horn before approaching Haddon road. He 
was travelling at a speed of 10 or 11 miles 
an hour. The lady was running very fast 
across. the. road, and he did his best to avoid 
her, but she struck the back door. He had 
accelerated the speed to get past her, and 
he contended that, if he ha stopped dead, the 
lady would have been under the car. 

Mr. Cussen held that there was no criminal 
negligence on the part of the defendant, and 
he dismissed the case, marking It, however, 
as a proper one to have been instituted.
